SOME TRAKSPpRTATION PROBLElfo 


Hon..John K. Cole, who spoke so nbly in this city before the board 


of trade, represents but one of the many interests that are striving to 
bring .about -improvement in the transportation problems of New England. 
We have'been told for years that our transportation s.ystcms are hope- 
lessly inadequate and out of date, and comparisons with other sections 
of the.country bear out the accusation. The worst ovfls of the present 
systems can be grouped mainly under two heads: Lark of transporta- 
tion facilities between New England cities and those ctf. other American 
sections, and lack of proper facilities to get our na&ura! and manu- 
factured products to the foreign terminals of Boston land other export 
centres. 
, 


The conviction seems to be growing that New -.England's 
future 


prosperity depends on its ability to grasp the opportruiity of building 
up a vast trade with foreign nations. No longer do o>sr industrial com- 
munities hold unrivalled sway in their various lines, of manufacture. 
There is keen competition 
from all parts of the country, and we must 


Jook to the world market for an outlet for our g'jods. 
Of all the 


problems that at present prevent our profiling to the ':full by our great 
opportunities, fully one-half, according to Mr. Cole, are -djie to inadequate 
transportation. 


A striking instance of Mew England's neglect wais. pictured by the 


ei-speaker of the house in the state imd civic negleci lo keep the im- 
provement f>t the docks and terminals of Boston in lioii with its harbor 
improvements. 
With such facilities, Boston could care for five times as 


many vessels as at present. The new fish pier was alsi> mentioned as an 
instance of lack of proper transportation, for though, it gave additional 
^accommodation to fishing interests, instead of.lowering -the price of fish— 
;-'as -was intended—it had a contrary result. 
Another striking urrnign- 


'jirient of our transportation system lies in the fact that; a Lowell mill can 
ship goods to 'a 'South American port by way of New. York at less cost 
than by way of Boston, paying the extra cost of lighterage and carl age 
and adding 160 miles to the route. 
Yet, Boston is Hue natural port of 


export of all New England for South America and tlje trade centres of 
Europe and the old world generally. 


Among the -cities. that have solved their transportation problems 


more or less successfully, Chicago, St. Louis, Dayton and New Orleans 
are frequently mentioned. In New Orleans the municipn lily built an inter- 
city belt line which not only met the emergency but darned a. handsome 
profit for the city. In Bostont it takes anywhere froju 4 lo 10 days to 
transport a car of freight from the north end to ihe. soitlh end of the 
city—a. distance of four miles. 
With such conditions Boston, and con- 


sequently all New England, is handicapped, and JS'eiv York and other 
points are getting the New England export trade. 
Development of our 


transportation problems would 
encourage all the 
industries 
of Xew 


England and would-put Nen- England capital to wo£k in the advance- 
ment of New England prosperity. 


There is a great work ahead of all the large aiid small communities 


of this state in agitating better roads, trolley improvements and other 
matters related to the .all important question of tran^jiorfation. 
There is 


altogether loo much patchwork improvement and too l*f':tle improvement of 
:i general character, made with appreciation of the needs of nearby sec- 
tions. The Merrimack river navigation project showed Uic wav to stir up 
community interest by banishing sectional and selfish considerations and 
getting the -whole community working for the common interests of all. 
It would be a decided benefit to Lowell should Boston improve its ter- 
minals, docks and link lines so ns to handle the freij -fat shipments from 
the whole of New England efficiently, and, vice versa; "it would be for the 
interest o£ Boston to have all Massachusetts improve its roads, its com- 
munity trolley systems, its transportation questions .of all kinds. 
This 


•is" a question in -which the whole of New England is jiomewhat interested 
and should be .very much interested, for on it depends our future pros- 
perity in.great part. 


THE FUAG DANGER 


From editorial comments 0:1 the re- 


•pectLve American notes lo the gov- 
«rnments of England and Germans1 it 
is evident that there 1s some degree of 
general misconception as to the obli- 
gations o£ belligerent countries 
to- 


wards the flag of 
a 
neutral nation. 


Many assume that by using the Amer- 
ican flag, England imposes an obliga- 
tion upon Germany to refrain from 
sinking a, ship bearing that Hag, and 
they also feel that were Germany to 
sink an English vessel flying the Stars 
and Stripes, the issue would be one 
for us to take ui> directly with the 
offending power. 


This view is erroneous. The Ameri 


can flag officially represents America 
only -when it is used with the sanction 
of. 
the "United 
States government. 


Should England persist in making use 
of our flag to misguide the submarines

The bill Introduced In the legisla- 
ture by Rep. Dennis 
A. Murphy, of 


this city, to amend the charter of the

The government ehall consist of a 
mayor, salary of ?3000 per year, a 
board of aldermen and a school board.

In a loiter of April 10, 1900, to Presi- 


dent Maurice Hutin of the new Pana- 
ma Canal company, President Walker 
of .the American commission, inquired 
whether the canal company was will- 
ing to sell to the United States its 
property and rights upon the isthmusr 
whether the company was able to con- 
vey a clear title in making such a sale, 
and, finally, what the price would be. 
President Hutin brought the reply to 
"Washington in the middle of October, 
1301. The reply contained what seem- 
ed to the"commissioners an excessive 
valuation. The figures of the new Pan- 
ama Canal company in estimating the 
value of their property were these:

In making their report to the presi- 


dent on Nov. 16, 1901, the commission- 
ers decided in favor of the Nicaragua 
route. "There are certain physical ad- 
vantages, such as a shorter canal line, 
a more complete 'knowledge of the 
country through which It passes and 
lower cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion in favor of the Panama route, but 
the price fixed by the Panama Canal 
company for a sale of Its property and 
franchises is so unreasonable that its 


acceptance cannot be recommended by 
this commission." 


On Dec. 21 the stockholders of the 


new Panama Canal company met in 
Paris, and on Jan. 2, 1902, Marlus Bo, 
the newly elected president of the 
company cabled to Washington that 
the company accepted the valuation of 
the isthmian canal commission and 
would let the United Slates have the 
Panama canal at its own price—$40,- 
000,000. 'The isthmian canal commis- 
sion therefore changed its mind and in 
a supplementary report declared: 


"After considering the changed con- 


ditions that now exist and nil the facts 
and circumstances on which its pres- 
ent Judgment must be based the com- 
mission is of the opinion that 'the most 
practicable and feasible route' for an 
isthmian canal, to bo 'under the con- 
trol, management and ownership of the 
United States,1 Is that known as the 
Panama route." 


WINTER DREADED BY ALL ARMIES 


By an act of the Fifty-seventh con- 


gress, approved 
June 
28, 
1902—the 


Spooner act—the president was au- 
thorized to pay the price of 540,000,000 
to the new Panama Canal company and 
to "acquire • • * perpetual control 
of a ctrlp of land, the territory of the 
republic of Colombia, not less than six 
miles in width, extending from the 
Caribbean sea to the Pacific ocean." 
* 
• 
* The president was to name 


the isthmian canal commission of sev- 
en members. In case of an encumber- 
ed title or Inability to obtain the de- 
sired control.of land in Colombia the 
Nicaragua route was to be chosen. 
The Title Unencumbered. 


To set at rest all doubts as to the 


validity of the title which the United 
Slates might receive from the new Pan- 
ama Canal company Attorney General 
Knox gave an opinion at Paris, under 
the date of Oct. 25, 1902. The opinion, 


with Ihc appended papers, makes a 
volume of 365 pages, the opinion itself 
occupying thirty-two. The conclusion 
of the attorney general is: 


* * * "I am of the opinion that the 


United States would receive a good, 
valid and unencumbered title." 


The liay-Hcrran convention, signed 


Jan. 22, 1303, followed by the telegram 
of President Roosevelt of Feb. 17, 1303, 
closing the option offered by the new 
Panama Canal company, and the rati- 
fication of the Hay-Herran convention 
by the United Stales senate on the 17th 
of March, 1503, bring us close to the 
actual inception of the American un- 
dertaking. 


Tho rejection 
of the Hay-Herran 


convention by the congress at Bogota 
in its greed to get the $40,0001000 that 
would go to tho 1-Vencb, in place of tho 
SIO.000,000 (and $100,000 annual rental) 
that Colombia was promised, is part of 
the recent history that has been so 


elaborately set forth and dlscusseS et 
late that It'hardly requires1'further «- 
position here. The Columbian congress 
rejected the treaty Aug. .12, 190V In- 
forming our state department on .Sept. 
S that negotiations might be.reojwnei 
The "revolution" that established Pan- 
ama's Independence took place Nov. 3, 
1903. 
The Panama canal convention 


was signed by Secretary Kay and M. 
Bunau-Varllla Nov. IS, 1903. It was 
proclaimed Feb. 26, 1904.- General 
Davis, Hie first civil governor 'of thi» 
canal -zone, came to the Isthmus on 
May 17. On June .1 John F. WaJlacs 
was appointed chief engineer. 'He re- 
signed in June, 1905, 'and • John > F. 
Stevens took his place. . On:April 11, 
1907, Lieutenant Colonel- Georg-» ' W. 
Goethals of the engineer corps -wag 
made chairman of the commission and 
chief engineer. 
Since he took hold, 


with the monumental effort ot'Garxej 
and the sanitary corps beside- .and be- 
hind his work, no man has reasonably 
entertained any doubt of the comple- 
tion of the Panama canal.

Cold is not merely a killer; it disables 


the fighting man. Soldiers 
suffering 


from It cannot fight well. 
They are 


dispirited and lose, the "flghtinc; edge." 
Frostbites totally incapacitate many. 
Even numb fingers make It dlfflcuH 
for a man to handle a rlflo or oilier 


weapon properly when it Is near zero. 


The climate of the region where most 


of the battles have been fought tn tho 
past few weeks Is hardly less severe 
than that of New England. 
In Rus- 


sian Poland and Kaijt Prussia It Is far 
colder, tho IhcrmoirnXer falling far h'o- 


low zero and staying there for weeks 
at a time. Deep snows Inlerfere great- 
ly with military movements. 
On the 


other hand, the freezing of rivers, and 
especially of the East Prussian lakes, 
facilitates in some inslances the march- 
Ing of armies. 


The digging of trenches in frozen 


soil is much more laborious and diffi- 
cult, and troops are not able to'occupy 
them day and night, as they have been 
doing In northern 1'rance. 


It will be interesting to see how the 


troops from India stand the cold. Ac- 
customed as they are to a hot climate. 
It is to bo expected that they will suf- 
fer greatly. 6ut it is understood that 
they are excellently equipped with this 
prospect in view, bringing woolen uni- 
forms, heavy rugs and tents with them. 


One of the best ways to keep men 


conforlablc In cold weather is to give 
them piping hot meals. For this pur- 
pose the Germans have highly devel- 
oped the possibilities of "fireless" cook- 
Ing. 
Large boxes (carried on molor 


wagons) arc lined with fell and asbes- 
tos, and Into these insulated recep- 
tacles each morning are put food ma- 
terials, such as stews, which have 
hardly begun to cook. Heat being pro- 
vented from escaping, the cooking goes 
on without the help of further fire and 
tho "grub" Is ready to servo In the 
evening, perhaps twelve hours later. 
Thus, on camping at night, the soldiers 
are able to have a hot meal. 


Cold has nlways been one of the 


most dreaded enemies of armies. Dur- 
ing our own civil war there was an 
immense amount of suffering from tills 
cause. History tells what terrible ex- 
periences tho American soldiers of ihs 
revolution went through one winter at 
Valley Forge. Such protection as they 
had from the weather was afforded by 
IOJT huts, the construction p[ which 
was supervised by Washington him- 
self. 


The commanding officers 
of rc.cl- 


nu-nls were required to divide up their 
men Into parties of twelve, each such 
party to build one hut to house that 
number o< soldiers. 
"Each hut 
was 


16 by 14 feet, -with side walls 6'i feet 
high. The sides, ends and roof were 
of logs—the roofs mads tight with split 
slabs. The sides were smeared wiih 
clay to render them weather proof, and 
the same treatment was bestowed upon 
the interior of the fireplace In the'rear 
of each but for the fireprooflng. Tho 
officers' huts were placed In <i line be- 
hind those occupied by the troops. 
Washington gave «. cash prize of S12 
to the party In each regiment that 
finished ils dwelling quickest and In vhe 
rnost workmanlike manner.

Washington be a topic that 


has become too tame and trite for fre- 
quent revival. It is fortunate that the 
later tendency oft biographers of the 
Father of His Country has been to 
study him more closely from the sim- 
ple viewpoint of human nature. It is a 
very long stride from the Rev. Mason 
Locke Wccms to some of the other 
biographers, yet we cannot deny to the 
former a certain claim upon our grati- 
tude. 
It is he who Instilled Into the 


souls of the early American youth that 
simple awe of the exalted character of 
Washington which no rtoubt had a deep 
Influence upon our national Ideals. 


What does It really matter If the 


story of tho cherry tree and the little 
hatchet and that other equally picas- 
Ing one about the bed of cabbages 
which spelled the name of the future 
victor of Monmoulh were apocryphal? 
They were not inconsistent with tho 
after life of Ihe hero, and, after all. 
there is none but negative evidence 
to support tho assertion that thty are 
false. 
Mr. Wcems was pa?ti>r of a 


church near Mount Vcrnon. and he vis- 
ited the first president and sat at his 
table. 
He must have known many 


traditions of the lattcr's childhood that 
were not likely ever to reach the world 
at large. 


On this anniversary of Washington's 


birth It may not be out of place to 
print again the most famous of Mr. 
Wocms1 anecdotes of his childhood. 
Here It is: 


"When George was nbnut six years 


old he was made the wealthy master 
of a hatchet, of'which, like most boys, 
he was immoderately fond and was 
constantly going about chopping every- 
thing that came In his way. 
One day 


in the garden, where he often p.tnused 
himself hacking his mother's pea bush- 
es, he unluckily tried tho edge of his 
hatchet on tho body of a bc.iutlful 
young English cherry tree, which he 
barked so terribly that the tree never 
got the better of It- The next morning 
the old gentleman, finding out what 
had befallen his tree, which, by the by, 
was a great favorite, came Into the 
house and with much warmth asked 
for tho mischievous aultior, declaring 
at the name time tli.it he would not 
havo taken nvo guineas for the tree.

State Auditor A.D. Cook 


Finds Revenue Was 
Wrongly Recorded 


BOSTON, Feb. 15.—A fund of about 


»200,000 which has been accumulating 
for 16 years has been discovered 
by 


Alonzo T>. Cook, .state auditor. 
The 


money which has been derived from 
fees and expenses paid Into the land 
court by the public, with the exception 
of one-tenth of 1 per cent, should have 
been turned Into the regular channels 
and merged with th« general revcnu* 
of tho state; 


Instead, the whole amount has been 


turned Into the assurance fund, which 
was created by statute In 189S to in- 
sure the commonwealth against possi- 
ble suits arising from the registering 
of land titles by tha land court. 


It seema that the new andltor, who 


la an expert bookkeeper as well as an 
attorney, on looking over the accounts 
of the land court found that ever since 
the statute was passed In 1S98 provid- 
ing that certain fees for land registra- 
tion be turned into the treasurer's of- 
fice, for on assurance fund, an errono- 
ous account has been kept which has 
sidetracked 
about 
$200,000 
of 
the 


state's funds from the ordinary rev- 
enue, which would bo ono Item to be 
considered on the question of the rate 
of 'taxation. 


Mr. Cook has referred the matter 


to the attorney general 03 to what 
shall be done with the excess over 
the one-tenth of 1 per cent, of the 
value of the land which has been reg- 
istered during the years that the fund 
has been accumulating. 


During liia lobi. year alone "»25,vuu. 


made up of the one-tenth of 1 per 
cent, of the value of the land registered 
and other fees received by the land 
court, has been paid Into this assur- 
ance fund. 
Mr. Cook states that of 


this large sum received 919,000 should 
have gone Into th* regular revenue. 


On Saturday notes aggregating $1,- 


000.000 wore signed for the purpose 
of borrowing money, ana yet Mr. Cook 
says there Is 
approximately $200,000 


lying idle which could be used for tho 
same purpose. 


It Is Interesting to note that during 


the past 15 years this assurance fund 
has been subjected to a call In only 
one instance, when a claimant recov- 
ered about $1500. Ono other suit was 
brought, but terminated favorably to 
the state.
